EDITORIAL NOTES - 
Maryland Tax Matters 


E hear from Annapolis that Maryland’s 

strongly Democratic Legislature has no in- 
tention of doing what Governor Nice has sug- 
gested about taxation of racing. Instead, they 
will prefer a bill to be introduced by Democratic 
party leader in the House, which will make the 
pari-mutuel take 8!» per cent, of which 6 to the 
tracks and 2!. to the State, with an additional 
license tax of $2,000 a day, instead of as now 
$6,000 a day. This measure, we are advised, has 
been agreed to by all of the track owners, and it 
has the backing of what at Annapolis is known as 
the race track lobby. 

This action will not, however, be in accord with 
the recommendation made in the fifteenth annual 
report of the Maryland State Racing Commission 
to the Governor of Maryland as of December 31, 
1934. After reciting that during 1933 and 1934 
the tracks in the Old Line State had suffered 
through increased competition in other states 
and, thereby, decreased receipts, and that during 
1934 the tracks had been permitted an additional 
1 per cent from the pari-mutuel turnover, the 
commission said the competition from other 
states would be increased in 1935, and recom- 
mended that 

.... to Save racing in the State there must be a re- 
Vision downward of the taxes paial under the present 
law, so that the tracks will be in a position to increase 
purses to meet the outside competition. facing has 
been a great benefit to the State and is worth saving. 
The tax on wagers must be moderate, or it will inevi- 
tably defeat its own purpose. Both the attendance and 
the pari-mutuel play will be adversely affected if too 
heavy a burden is placed on the pari-mutuel turnover, 
with a consequent decrease, instead of increase, in 
revenue, 

This annual report shows that dividends were 
paid in 1934 by Havre de Grace, Laurel and Pim- 
lico, and that, had the dividends not been paid, 
there would have been no deficit, aS was the case 
with Bowie, which paid no dividends and showed 
a surplus of $79,264.63.

Unruly Horses 

T is in the book of rules of racing that the 

starter is empowered to send unruly horses 
away from their drawn positions at the start; to 
place them at the outside of, or behind, the field; 
or he may put them on the schooling list and 
keep them until their bad behavior is 
corrected. 

Starters in this country have been very lenient, 
we think, with bad actors. It is well and fair 
and, therefore, commendable that starters have 
consideration for owners and trainers, who have 
invested money and time, but starters have also 
to think of the patrons of racing, the owners of 
the tracks, and themselves. 

When the patience of patrons is tried, the 


there 
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effect is generally bad. It is bad for the track 
owners, bad for the unruly horse’s owner, trainer 
and rider, and bad for the starter. The reputa- 
tions of all must suffer. 

A short while ago a starter in New Zealand, 
trying to be fair to a couple of bad actors in 
an important race, delayed long in making what 
finally proved to be a most exasperating start. 
He raised the barrier just as one of the trouble- 
makers lunged forward, while the well-behaved 
horses were standing quietly. 

The bad actor won the race. There was general 
dissatisfaction. When next the same two unruly 
horses came before him, the starter wasted no 
time with them. They were left at the post, and 
then recommended for the schooling list. Dis- 
cussing the incident, The New Zealand Referee 
(Wellington) well said: 

Poor starting allied to indifferent horsemanship has 
a retarding effect on investments. Incompetent jockeys 
and badly-behaved horses are responsible for most of 
the uneven starts. and « commencement can be made 


to improve the position by eliminating the unruly 
horses. 


In this country a commencement toward elimi- 
nation of unruly horses can be made by abandon- 
ing use of stalls for starting and having starts 
from walking motion. The fact that the Lexing- 
ton Barrier for that purpose is in disuse at 
Hialeah Park does not condemn the device, nor 
the plan. 

For experimental purposes, the Lexington 
device was set up at one point on the turf course, 
and not elsewhere. At most it could have two 
chances for use a week. The first start with it 
was good. When next it came into use, the field 
contained 11 horses, so many of them unruly 
that the starter did not have assistants sufficient 
to handle them and the barrier, too, so he made 
a poor start without the barrier. 

It was evident that horses, starting frem, and 
largely afraid of, stalls never having seen the 
new contrivance, and unaccustomed to its move- 
ment  wou'd have to be schooled behind it, much 
the same as they were schooled behind the 
barrier for standing starts, and in the stalls 
for the starts that are now producing so many 
knee and back injuries and ruining so many dis- 
positions. 

T. C. Rush, inventor of the Lexington Barrier, 
and Col. E. R. Bradley, who financed it, are 
satisfied, as are many others, including trainers, 
that this device is the answer to the call for safer 
and better starting. 

Some track manager with intestinal fortitude 
will some day order the installation of the device 
for all starts at his meeting, and thence, we pre- 
dict, there will be a general demand for its use. 

The simplicity and economy of the contrivance 
should have an appeal to track managers and 
starters. Even since the installation was made 
at Hialeah Park last month, Mr. Rush has de-

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THE NEW CLAIMING RULE 
Editor's Note: This explanation of the new rule 
offered by the American Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association, approved by the Thoroughbred Club 
of America and adopted by the National Associa- 
tion of State Racing Commissioners, is taken 
from a bulletin issued by Secretary Thomas R. 
Underwood. 
By MAJoR L. A. BEARD 
HERE has been so much misunderstanding 
and so many uninformed statements with ref- 
erence to the new claiming rule, that it is thought 
advisable to attempt to elucidate its application. 
The degree of success of the new claiming rule 
will depend upon the activity of the racing secre- 
taries in writing attractive programs, and the 
co-operation of trainers in filling them. The first 


point of discussion is naturally the application of 


the claiming rule to the programs at the race 
tracks. 

It was the intent of the committee and those 
who studied the rule to reduce the number of 
claiming races on the daily programs at the 
tracks, and therefore the number of claiming 
races which were written into the condition books. 
This was in order to allow horses in various sta- 
bles, which did not wish to run them in claiming 
races, to run in such races as would protect them; 
and this class of horse was protected by the con- 
dition that the top claiming price would be $2,000, 
except for claiming stakes which had closed prior 
to the meeting. A secretary, therefore, should in 
the future write his book around such conditions 
as maiden races, ordinary allowance races, condi- 
tion races for non-winners of one race and non- 
winners of two races, the usual handicaps, with 
probably two claiming races daily. Whatever 
gaps occur may be filled by classified, or graded, 
handicaps. 

There is a contention that $2,000 is too low for 
a maximum claiming price. This figure sets a 
definite dividing line between horses of the lower 
class and horses of the middle class. If by pen- 
alties a horse is raised above the $2,000 maxi- 
mum, he is required to run (if at all) in graded 
or classified handicaps, and other condition races 
for 30 days, after which time his new owner may 
race him wherever he cares to within the limits 
prescribed by the rule. There should be no mis- 
understanding on this point, as it was intended 
that a claimed horse should be penalized; and if 
the penalty puts him above the claiming class, he 
is temporarily suspended from that class, but he 
will have plenty of opportunity in other races. 
To balance this condition, an additional clause 
was framed, so that a horse could not enter a 
claiming race unless he was entered for twice the 
value of the purse to the winner. Again this 
has caused confusion, in that secretaries who wish 
to keep their minimum purses up argue that with 
a minimum purse of $1,000, the number of claim- 
ing races which can be put on a program is limit- 
ed, because, they state, a purse of $1,000 would 
mean $750 to the winner, and therefore the horse 
would have to run for $1,500, and would be im- 
mediately penalized out of the claiming class. If 
a minimum purse of $1,000 is adhered to, this will 
be the case, but the intention of this clause is to 
make cheaper purses for horses of $1,000 value, 
so that these horses will run for purses com- 
mensurate with their class. In other words ,the 
secretary should write conditions whereby the 
winner's portion of the purse would be, say, $500, 
under which conditions a horse could race for a 
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$1,000 claiming price. It was and is the intention 
to make horses race for purses commensurate 
with their value. 


Another objection which has been voiced is 
that a horse could be raced for a claiming price 
of $2,000 with no fear of anyone's taking him. It 
appears that this is a weak argument against the 
rule, for any person who races for $2,000 a horse 
whose value is more than $2,000 could be certain 
that someone would take him, and accept a 30- 
day penalty with the expectation of racing him 
back in claiming races after his suspension period 
had passed. Also, if the horse is worth $2,000 or 
more, he is perfectly capable of winning in the 
lower graded or classified handicaps. 

There is also an argument that these programs 
would apply on major tracks and not on minor 
ones. This appears also to be a specious argu- 
ment against the rule, for the simple reason that 
the horses on major tracks are not easier or 
harder to grade than the class of horses on minor 
tracks. 

Bearing these points in mind, and bearing in 
mind also the intent of this rule, it becomes ap- 
parent that the racing programs of the future 
will be greatly improved in class; that horses 
will be required to run for purses commensurate 
with their worth; that horses whose owners do 
not care to run them in claiming races will have 
a greater chance to run them in their own class; 
that the middle classes of horses will have better 
opportunities; and that each race will be between 
horses of similar merit. By the penalties it will 
also be clearly seen that a restriction will be 
placed on those trainers who might wish to cheat 
and run horses below their form after claiming 
them in order to win a bet. It will serve also to 
limit that coterie of trainers and owners who 
prey upon other owners and trainers by claiming 
horses which have been made fit for racing. It 
is from this crowd that the greatest amount of 
objection to this rule is coming, and it was pri- 
marily to curtail the activities of this group that 
the rule was formed. 

There is no subterfuge or selfish intent in this 
rule. It is an honest effort to elevate the class of 
the daily race programs; to protect owners and 
trainers who wish to race their horses where they 
belong, and with safety; to allow as many clsim- 
ing races as are necessary for horses of claiming 
class; to require horses to race for purses in ac- 
cordance with their values; and to lessen the ac- 
tivities of that group of owners or trainers who 
profit at others’ expense. 

In conclusion, and for the information of the 
racing secretaries in general, it should be defi- 
nitely remembered that, having adopted this as a 
national rule, all racing programs will be similar 
and that there will be eliminated the usual com- 
petitive spirit necessary under the old regime, in 
that there will be no incentive for those who claim 
horses to move those horses from one track to 
another. This condition will greatly facilitate 
the work of the secretaries, and in some cases 
will allow them to write their programs without 
feeling the usual financial stress necessary to 
keep it in competition with others.

No. 10.) Bubbling Over 


UBBLING OVER was foaled at Col. E. R. 

Bradley's Idle Hour Stock Farm, Lexington, 
March 31, 1923. He made his first start at 
Churchill Downs May 25, 1925, in an allowance 
race against a good field of 2-year-olds, including 
Rhinock and Percentage. Like many another 
good Bradley horse, he had been “hidden” from 
the public, and he won at $52.80 to $1, beating 
Rhinock a neck. He never went to the post after 
that except as favorite in the betting. 

He won five races in succession before he was 
beaten. At Churchill Downs, in his second race, 
he ran 5', furlongs in :59';, won by six lengths. 
He then won two fast races at Latonia and was 
shipped to Saratoga, where he scored in his first 
start. His first stakes effort was in the six- 
furlong Grab Bag Handicap. Setting the pace, 
he ran the first haif-mile in :4515;, but bore out 


on the stretch turn until most of the field had 
passed him. Even with that disadvantage, he 


came back with a burst of speed and finished 
third, beaten two lengths and a nose by Rock 
Star (receiving 10 pounds) and Martha Wash- 
ington (receiving nine). The Nursery Handicap 
at Belmont was next. Bubbling Over took up 
125 pounds, set all the pace, ran the six furlongs 
in 1:11°5, winning pulled up, with a strung-out 
field behind him. In the Champagne Stakes, 
seven furlongs, run over a good track, only Es- 
pino opposed him. Bubbling Over gave the 
*“Negofol colt 10 pounds and beat him easily, 
running under restraint all the way. 

The Futurity would have been next for Bub- 
bling Over, but he was among the several entries 
which Colonel Bradley had declared out of the 
rich race. After Pompey had won the Futurity 
Colonel Bradley offered to match Bubbling Over 
against the *Sun Briar colt for any amount, over 
any distance, and give Pompey a weight advan- 
tage of five pounds. The challenge was not 
accepted. 

Bubbling Over was started next in the Pimlico 
Futurity, one mile, in which he carried top weight 
of 122 pounds. After setting the pace (six fur- 
longs in 1:13), he tired, ran the last quarter in 
2745 seconds, and was beaten a nose by Canter. 
Bubbling Over then came back to Lexington and 
was second, beaten four lengths by Flight of 
Time, which set a new track record of 1:08!; for 
the Futurity Course. 

As a 38-year-old Bubbling Over ran three races, 
won them all. At Lexington April 26 he captured 
a mile race, making the pace and beating his 
stablemate Boot to Boot by three lengths. In the 
Blue Grass Stakes at Lexington, he again won 
after leading all the way, and again Boot to Boot 


was second, this time eight lengths back. The 
race was run in new track record time, 1:49%5 


for the mile and a furlong. With those two races 
as his preparation, Bubbling Over led all the 
way in the Kentucky Derby and _ finished five 
lengths in front of his stablemate Bagenbaggage, 
second. The time was 2:034;. The Derby fur- 
nished the first opportunity for Bubbling Over to 
meet Pompey, which had been his chief rival for 
the leading honors in the age division. The result 


left no question as to Bubbling Over's superiority. 
Pompey challenged him twice, failed to extend 
him once. 

Two weeks later, in a training gallop, a tendon 
gave way, and Bubbling Over’s racing career was 
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ended. He had started 13 times, won 10 races, 
finished second twice, third once, won $78,552. 
Colonel Bradley rated him the best race horse he 
ever owned, and still does, I believe. 

Retired to the stud in 1927, Bubbling Over filled 
out into a stallion of splendid physique. He is the 
largest stallion at Idle Hour Farm, standing 16.1 
and weighing 1,240 pounds. On April 1 of his 
3-year-old year he weighed 1,140 pounds, 30 
pounds more than Blue Larkspur at a correspond- 
ing date. He has a good length of rein. His head 
is finely chiseled, with a very slight convexity of 
profile below the eyes. There is something 
reminiscent of Sweep in his head and neck. He is 
slightly over at the knees, a characteristic fre- 
quently associated with great speed. The barrel 
is large and the loins well muscled. The coat is a 
shining chestnut. 

Sire of Bubbling Over is the 21-year-old *North 
Star III, which bowed a tendon in 1917 when 
A. K. Macomber was hoping to win the Kentucky 
Derby with him. Colonel Bradley bought him, 
installed him at Idle Hour, where he has been 
a great teammate for Black Toney. Together the 
veterans have furnished the foundation on which 
the magnificent breeding successes of the Bradley 
farm are built. 

Beaming Beauty, dam of Bubbling Over, was a 
winner at three. She produced, besides Bubbling 
Over, four winners: Buck (six seasons, also a 
sire), Bit 0’ Love, By Mistake and Bubble Up. 
She is by Sweep, a very prepotent member of the 
Ben Brush line, and is out of Bellisario, by Hip- 
podrome. To Sweep’s one cross of Domino, Hip- 
podrome adds two more, as he was bred like Ulti- 
mus, by Commando, son of Domino, out of a 
daughter of Domino. Again like Ultimus, Hip- 
podrome did not race. When the Castleton Stud 
was dispersed in 1913 the catalogue said of him: 
“He is a grand individual and was selected by the 
late Major F. A. Daingerfield as the perfect type 
for a sire.’ Price McKinney bought him foi 
$2,000, used him sparingly at the Wickliffe Stud. 
When that stud was dispersed in 1918 Hippo- 
drome, 14 years old, brought $100. He was a half- 
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brother to Dominant, and his dam was half-sister 
to Hurst Park and Pope Joan. 

Bellisario, dam of Beaming Beauty, was out of 
Biturica, a half-sister, by Hamburg, to the noted 
mare Maskeite. Biturica was out of 3errie- 
dale, one of the fine mares brought to America 
by Marcus Daly. There are many good horses 
from the family of *“Berriedale, too many to be 
mentioned here. Bubbling Over, Maskette and 
Osmand are probably the best Known of them. 
Caithness, dam of *Berriedale, was half-sister to 
Ayrshire 

The first foals by Bubbling Over were born in 
1928, reached the races in 1950. Five crops have 
raced, enough to provide an adequate basis for 
judgment. The following summary of his record 
takes account of all foals which were registered 
and named. Foals of 1928, 1929, 1930, 1991 and 
1932 are counted. No racing in 1935 is consid- 
ered, though Bubblico, one of the 1931 foals, has 
broken her maiden during the past month. 

Bubbling Over has sired 92 foals of racing age. 
Forty-seven of them, or 51 per cent, have won 
races. Thirty-one were winners at two. Four 
(Boys Howdy, Chouette, Burgoo King, Bien Fait) 
have won stakes. Collectively his get have won 
$325,198. 

Forty-eight of the foals were colts; 27, or 56 
per cent, of them have won. Forty-four were 
fillies, of which 20, or 45 per cent, have won. 

In the matter of important bloodlines, the pedi- 
gree of Bubbling Over includes, on the sire’s side, 
Sundridge, Galopin and Hampton; on the dam's 


side, Ben Brush, Domino (three crosses) and 
Hamburg. So completely was the mating of 


“North Star III with Beaming Beauty an out- 
cross that the pedigree must be extended to the 
sixth generation before there is any inbreeding 
noted. It was essentially the fusion of three 
strong English lines with three strong American 
lines. Missing, on the English side, are Bend Or, 
Isonomy, Musket, Roi Herode, Barcaldine. Other 
strong outcrosses generally available in the Unit- 
ed States are Fair Play, *Rock Sand, *Star Shoot, 
“Ogden, “Voter. Colonel Bradley, as is well 
known, has no love for the Fair Play blood, but 
owners of mares with Fair Play strains might 
well consider Bubbling Over as a likely mate for 
them. 

Other things being equal, it appears to me that 
a stallion has his best opportunity only when 
given a variety of the best outcrosses. In the 
case of Bubbling Over, about 60 per cent of the 
mares which have produced his foals have re- 
turned one, two or three of the important Ameri- 
can lines in his own pedigree. Eight of them 
have returned all three American lines, and of 
the eight resulting foals, two (Bronze Saint and 
Enthusiasm) have won a total of five races. 
Domino has been returned at least 32 times, most 
frequently through Peter Pan and Black Toney. 
Ben Brush has been returned 29 times, Hanover 
23 times. The result of these matings is slightly 
above expectation (in number of winners) for 
the Domino returns, and slightly below for Ben 
Brush and Hanover. In three cases there has 
been a close return of Sweep, and from these 
ventures there has come one winner, Full Up. One 
of the non-winners in this group is the 3-year-old 
colt Blob, which is by Bubbling Over out of Bub- 
bling Over’s half-sister, Bit o' Love. Blob devel- 
oped sesamoid trouble, was destroyed without 
having ever started. 

Hamburg inbreeding is found in the pedigrees 
of 11 of Bubbling Over's get, and of these only 
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have won. Close 


two (Deetees and Enthusiasm ) 
inbreeding to Hamburg, generally speaking, is 
inadvisable, on the basis of soundness, if for no 
other reason. 

Thirty-four 


of Bubbling Over’s foals were 
mares which had no “American” 
lines( i. e., no Domino, Ben Brush, Hanover or 
Hastings). The 16 winners from these 34 foals 
include all the stakes winners sired by Bubbling 
Over. The.extraordinarily fast Boilermaker, a 
sprinter which failed to remain sound long enough 
to become a stakes winner, was, like Bubbling 
Over’s stakes winners, out of an imported mare. 
So was Bright Bubble, probably the best filly 
yet sired by Bubbling Over. 

As a postscript, I wish to reaffirm the convic- 
tion that, in making matings, the nicking of pedi- 
grees is secondary to the matching of individuals. 
This is the practice of most breeders. The arti- 
cles in this series quite naturally place the princi- 
pal emphasis on bloodlines, but this emphasis is 
not to be interpreted by the reader to mean that 
the pedigree carries the greater importance. Good 
parents are better than good grandparents.

LEGISLATION 


INDIANA WILL NOT RACE 

NLESS the unexpected develops, Indiana’s 

racing legislation is a closed issue for the 
present session of the Legislature. It was thought 
before the Legislature convened that the bill 
which legalized pari-mutuel betting would pass 
without much opposition. After the measure was 
referred to the Public Morals Committee, friends 
of the bill succeeded in having it transferred to 
the Ways and Means Committee. On January 30 
that groun decided to postpone consideration of 
pari-mutuel legislation until the State budget is 
balanced. Balanced budgets being a luxury which 
few governing bodies permit themselves these 
days, racing legislation seems definitely out of the 
picture. 


OKLAHOMA 

On January 28 a bill to legalize pari-mutuel 
betting on horse racing was introduced into the 
Oklahoma Legislature. Under the conditions of 
the measure, a state racing commission, consist- 
ing of three members, will be appointed; racing 
will be limited to two 21-day meetings yearly at 
any track; and the tracks will be allowed 10 per 
cent of the pooling, with the State taking an 
additional 3 per cent. It is thought that the bill 
will pass both houses and receive the governor's 
signaiure with no serious opposition. 


MISSOURI 

Edgar J. Keating, Kansas City Democrat, in- 
troduced into the Missouri House January 31a 
bill legalizing pari-mutuel betting in that State. 
A similar bill is before the Senate. The Keating 
bill would allot 25 per cent of the money derived 
from racing to the Department of Agriculture, 
for the development of horse and mule stocks, 25 
per cent to the state and county fairs. and 50 per 
cent to county courts. 


WHEN legislation for legalizing pari-mutuel 
wagering came before Pennsylvania lawmakers, 
the Pennsylvania Council of Churches adopted a 
resolution, deploring “the growing habit of gam- 
bling,’ which is, they said, ‘one of the most seri- 
ous perils threatening American life.” 
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ODDS AND ENDS - 
Action Well Taken 


HIS writer believes the National Association 
of State Racing Commissioners acted wisely 
in adopting the modified open claiming rule and 
instituting classified handicap races as suggested 
by the American Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation and presented at Miami by -Major Louie 
Arnold Beard, sercretary of that organization. 
The haltermen have been practically dictating 
the conditions of racing in many secretaries’ of- 
fices throughout the land for too long so long 
in fact that they all but ruined the sport in more 
than one section the writer can name under sepa- 
rate cover. The new rule contains several fea- 
tures to which certain racing men holding high 
official capacities have objected. The most im- 
portant of these is the maximum of $2,000 for 
claiming races. But the line of demarcation be- 
tween a plater and stakes horse had to be drawn 
somewhere and the rule in its present form pro- 
tects the owner-breeder-sportsman’s horse down 
to about $1,500. Graded handicaps and claiming 
stakes are to take care of those animals valued 
from $2,000 to $5,000. Under the new deal, there 
will be about as many graded handicaps as claim- 
ing races. The whole idea is to get as far as 
possible away from claiming. That in itself is 
an excellent reason for giving the rule the fair 
trial it has been promised. 
& 


Better Going in Jersey 

WENTY GRAND’S failure to stand training 
for the Santa Anita Handicap is not surpris- 
ing to Old Rosebud. Those extended gallops over 
short distances in which he looked so good meant 
little. The hard Santa Anita track was much 
against him, and his connections may not be hop- 
ing too much to expect him to get to the races 
a time or two in New York. He will have a 
better track over which to train and_ better 
weather in New Jersey. The next time Trainer 
Brennan hears the expression “Sunny California,” 
he will probably heave an unctious snort in the 
direction of its user. Twenty Grand is a non- 
mudder and couldn’t work over the Santa Anita 
course when it was wet. When it was dry, the 
course was supposed to be too hard for him and 
brought about a recurrence of his old infirmity. 
The Santa Anita management would, if this im- 
pression is correct, do well by itself, horsemen, 
horses and public to make its course slower and 
safer.

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Picks Tatterdemalion 

LD ROSEBUD saw a very likely band of 
juveniles in training at C. V. Whitney's farm 
on the Paris Pike, near Lexington, the other day. 
Tatterdemalion, a son of Twenty Grand’'s sire, 
*St. Germans, and Boojum's dam, Bonus, im- 
pressed the writer as the pick of the group in a 
hurried examination, through which one could not 
even ascertain which were the straight-legged 
ones. Bodily, this colt has much to recommend 
him, just as has his illustrious half-brother, 
Boojum, in the opinion of many racing men one 
of the fastest horses this country has produced. 
Tatterdemalion is more than a half-brother to 
Twenty Grand, for his dam, a stakes winner her- 
self, is from the same *Lady Lumley branch of 
the Number 5 family as is the blind mare, Bonus. 
Red Rain, a son of Pennant from the good mare 
Dustemall, is another crack, on looks. But looks 
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have misled this writer for the last time. Suffice 
it to say there are several stakes winning juve- 
niles in the group. The Whitney juvenile string 
has never yet fallen down on that prediction. 


Kentucky Derby Choices 


HANCE SUN and Omaha, there are the two 

most promising Kentucky Derby candidates 
in the humble opinion of this scrivener. The con- 
nections of each are sanguine that he will prove 
the winner, if brought to the race at top form 
Chance Sun impresses Old Rosebud as a mighty 
smart prospect. He has the conformation of 4 
good horse, even though failing to please J. F. 
Widener in this connection when that sportsman 
first saw him, about a month after his acquisition. 
Omaha is a smoother horse than his sire. He is 
either a throat-latcher (something is hurting 
him), or he is a whale of a racehorse. Omaha is 
getting his Kentucky Derby prep at Aqueduct, 
“Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons’ home training 
grounds, while Chance Sun, the best looking 
Chance Shot seen to date, is in training at El- 
mendorf Farm, Lexington, and will move to 
Churchill Downs April 1. Omaha has been nomi- 
nated to the $10,000 Wood Memorial, which indi- 
cates that he will make his final Derby prep in 
that race. High Quest won the last renewal of 
the Wood in runaway fashion. 


Metropolitan Handicap 

OHN B. CAMPBELL’S weights for the Metro- 

politan Handicap, in the opinion of this writer, 
appear to have been made with a view of attract- 
ing a large field of the top nominees. This would 
seem assured in the increased value of that event. 
The Metropolitan--with the Suburban and the 
Brooklyn——is one of the three best races in the 
United States, where too much attention is paid 
in the press to such events as the Kentucky 
Derby, the Belmont Stakes and the Futurity. Dis- 
covery, top weight, with Balladier at the scale, 
in the Metropolitan, is wintering at Sagamore 
Farm. The son of Display proved his quality as 
a handicapper when beating such an older horse 
as Dark Secret for the Brooklyn last year. Dark 
Secret was a plodder, a true distance runner of 
the type which is absolutely devoid of speed, but 
is accorded the bulk of esteem by the general 
public. Racegoers and the wet-behind-the-ears 
Turf scribes “go for” this type. Balladier might 
whip Discovery at weight-for-age a mile in May. 
At any rate, he will probably take a crack at it.

BROOKMEADE BUYS COE BARN 

The big enclosed stable at Belmont Park 
which has housed the horses of W. R. Coe during 
recent seasons, will shelter the racers of Mrs. 
Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable this year. The Coe 
stable, no longer big enough to need a 60-stall 
oarn, will move to a smaller location. 

The stable transferred to the Brookmeade or- 
ganization was built by A. K. Macomber in 1918, 
and is said to have cost $65,000. Besides 60 box 
stalls, it contains an indoor training track, an 
outdoor walking ring, two large paddocks, a 
kitchen and dormitory for stablemen, and offices. 
When Macomber abandoned American racing, he 
sold the lease to the late August Belmont, and 
the latter transferred it to W. R. Coe. 


TWO GENERATIONS WIN 

Alamo Downs racegoers saw an unusual spec- 
tacle January 30, when a 3-year-old filly and her 
dam each won a race on the day’s card. Plucky 
Baby won the mile and 70-yard feature event, run 
as the sixth race, and the next event went to her 
dam, Plucky Lady, ridden by the inexperienced 
apprentice Elmer Deperini, who brought in his 
first winner only a few weeks before. Plucky 


Lady is a 7-year-old, by *Pot au Feu—Plucky; 


Plucky Baby is by *Bull Dog. Both were bred 
at Coldstream Stud, Lexington, where both sires 
are now standing. Plucky Lady is half-sister to 
Plucky Play. 


BETTING BY TELEGRAPH 

A Federal inquiry into the transmission of bets 
to race tracks was ordered January 26. The 
Western Union Telegraph Company will be the 
subject of the investigation, and subpoenas for 
records dealing with wiring of bets to race tracks 
issued on that day by United States Attorney L. 
C. Garnett. Executives of the company will also 
be summoned for examination. A second investi- 
gation by the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion is planned.

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CALIFORNIA 


THE GRADED HANDICAPS 


ITH the newly adopted claiming regulations 
proposing an increase in the number of 
graded or classified handicaps in 1935, additional 
interest centers in the races of that type which 
are being run more or less regularly over the 
Santa Anita course. In the first 35 days of the 
meeting, some 20 of these events have been of- 
fered, hardly enough to give very decisive set- 
tlement to any question regarding their success. 
Secretary Webb Everett divided entrants into 
A, B, C, and D classifications. In the A division 
go horses valued at from $4,000 to $5,000; grade 
B includes those worth $3,000 to $4,000; grade C 
is for animals worth from $2,000 to $3,000; with 
the lower division from horses valued at $1,200 to 
$2,000. Most of the races run have been in the 
lower division, 11 of the 20 being class D events. 
This number is too small to permit anything 
more than random generalization, but apparently 
the graded handicaps have gone off satisfactorily. 
Two of the 11 resulted in nose finishes; in one 
case the margin was a neck; in two others it was 
less than a length; in three, one length was the 
margin; in the remaining three the winner was 
from two and one-half to four lengths in front of 
the second horse. In other words, in eight of the 
11 races, the winning margin was one-length or 
less. 

The number of starters ranged from six to 12, 
the average being slightly greater than nine. 
Four of the fields had 12 starters; one had 10, 
one had nine, one eight, three seven, and one had 
six. In the eleven races, only one favorite won, 
priced at 26 to 10, but only twice were odds 
greater than 10 to 1. The average was about 6 
to 1, seven of the winners being at less than 4 
to 1. 

In the class C group, four races were run, the 
winning margin being, respectively, a nose, a 
neck, a length, and four lengths. The number of 
starters ranged from seven to 10; the betting 
odds ranged from 12 to 10, to 131 to 10, two of 
the four winners being favorites. In the class B 
division (three races), the winning margins were 
a half-length, three-fourths of a length, and one 
length; betting ranging from 38 to 10, to 59 to 10, 
no favorites winning. In the two remaining grad- 
ed handicaps, in the A group, the winning margin 
was one and one-half lengths in both races. In 
one of these, with 12 starters, came the most 
startling deviation from form, the winner paying 
nearly 70 to 1. In the other case, with five start- 
ers, the winner was at 17 to 10. 


JABOT SCORES IM PRESSIV ELY 


Probably the best field yet assembled during 
the fine racing at Santa Anita went to post in 
the San Carlos Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) February 2. Of the 14 
entries, all but C. V. Whitney’s The Darb (111) 
and Norman Church's Gallant Sir (123) were 
eligibles for the $100,000 handicap, and the *Sir 
Gallahad III horse was originally entered, with- 
drawn after he had apparently gone wrong. The 
field showed so much class that play was rather 
evenly distributed. A.C. Bostwick’s Mate (120) 
was the 3-to-1 favorite, but showed only an ordi- 
nary effort, finishing eighth. C. N. Mooney’s Ted 
Clark (106) went out to set a scorching pace, and 
headed the field to the quarter-pole. There he 
gave up, dropped back to twelfth place. Closely 
following the pacemaker was Alfred Robertson 


on C. V. Whitney’s Jabot (109), and when the 
Chatterton horse faltered, he sent the filly into 
the lead and held a length and a half margin at 
the finish over Norman Church's Riskulus (109), 
also prominent throughout. A nose farther back 
was A. A. Baroni’s Top Row (103), which had 
reached second place at the stretch call but was 
unable to hold Riskulus. F. M. Alger, Jr.'s 
*Azucar (117), badly outrun for a_ half-mile, 
came with the strongest finish of all to take 
fourth place, a length behind the son of Peanuts, 
an eaual distance in front of Catawhba’s Mr. 
Khayyam (117). Toiling behind the leaders, in 


order, were Fleam (102), Good, Goods (105), 
Mate, Time Supply (120), Gallant Sir (123), 
Sarada (107), Ted Clark, Faireno (114), and 


The Darb. The winner was fifth choice at 7 to 1. 
The first mile was traveled two-fifths of a second 
faster than High Glee’s track record for the dis- 
tance, and Jabot went on to better *Azucar’s 
mark for the mile and a sixteenth, setting a new 
track record of 1:4245. Time, :2315, :4636, 
1:11245, 1:36%5, 1:4245, track fast. Stakes divi- 
sion, $5,225, $1,000, $500, $250.

SANTA ANITA HANDICAP HORSES 

Until last week the training of C. V. Whitney's 
Equipoise for the Santa Anita Handicap, $100,000 
added, to be run February 23, had been too care- 
ful to attract much attention in the newspapers. 
But Head Trainer Thomas J. Healey, who re- 
cently arrived at the track to carry on the work 
temporarily deputized to Jack Healey, his capable 
son, last week was beginning to sharpen and 
temper the Whitney blade for the coming battle. 
On January 31 Equipoise was worked ‘a handy 
half”’ in 46%5, seconds and pulled up five furlongs 
in 1:01. He came off the track with firm steps, 
cooled out well. On Saturday, February 2, he 
was back on the track for the most testing 
workout of his California preparation. Wearing 
four bandages, he worked a most impressive 
mile, the time by quarters being :2345, :4715, 
1:1215, 1:38. In the last quarter trainer Healey 
was flagging him down. A seven-furlong over- 
night handicap Friday of this week may find 
Equipoise entered. 

On January 30 Trainer Robert A. Smith gave 
Cavalcade an easy workout after the second 
race. By quarters, the colt was timed in :25%s5, 
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75025, 1:15, 1:4025, eased up. He galloped out 
the mile and an eighth in 1:53%5. Cavalcade 
appears likely to start in the $7,500 weight-for- 
age San Antonio Handicap Saturday, February 9. 

W. R. Coe’s Ladysman, training well under the 
direction of Clyde Phillips, turned in a scintil- 
lating six-furlong trial in 1:10%; on the morning 
of February 2. The son of Pompey was to make 
his first California start in a race Monday of 
this week, but heavy rains resulted in many 
scratches and the race was among the _ three 
declared off and replaced by substitutes. 

From Columbia, S. C., where he has_ been 
training under the eye of Max Hirsch, Morton L. 
Schwartz's Gusto was expected to leave this 
week for Santa Anita and its $100,000 tilt, with 
Son W. J. Hirsch in charge of the venture. 


NEW TRACKS PLANNED 


Rumors of two groups which are seeking to 
build tracks in or near Los Angeles came from 
the Coast during the past week. Joseph M. 
Schenck and Lou Anger, of the frozen-out Agua 
Caliente track, were said to be seeking permis- 
sion for a racing venture in Los Angeles; and the 
announcement was definitely made by John W. 
Marchbank, operator of the Tanforan track at 
San Francisco, that he had applied for a permit 
to build a track at the southern city. He de- 
clined to name his associates in the plan, but ad- 
mitted that he was not making an individual 
venture. 

Observers have pointed out that too much rac- 
ing would rapidly destroy California’s very re- 
cently acquired racing prestige and patronage. 
The California Horse Racing Board has been very 
cautious about permitting additional tracks, but 
legislators, eager for augmented state revenue, 
have been attempting to apply, pressure for some 
time. 


MISTAKE IN PAY-OFF 


An error in computing the show price on Rock 
X. cost those who had backed the Tranquility 
Farm gelding $2 on each $2 show ticket at Santa 
Anita January 26. Rock X. should have paid 
$7.20 to show, but tickets were paid at $5.20 be- 
fore the auditor caught the mistake. Being pretty 
certain that if the error were announced over the 
public address system almost everyone in south- 
ern California would have claimed $2, Mort Shaw 
proposed to add the surplus to the show pool on 
the next race. This suggestion was approved 
and carried out, and backers of Riskulus, Wa- 
coche and Sweeping Light received a more gen- 
erous show price than would otherwise have been 
the case. 

BAY MEADOWS, TANFORAN DATES 

Announcement was made from San Francisco 
February 3 that Bay Meadows would open for a 
29-day spring meeting on March 12, running to 
April 13. This will allow a lapse of three days 
between the closing of Santa Anita and the open- 
ing of the San Francisco track. One week after 
Bay Meadows concludes its session, Tanforan will 
open, running to May 18, in a program which 
includes 25 days of racing. 


SON-IN-LAW

MARYLAND 


RACING COMMISSION REPORT 

EPORT of the Maryland Racing Commission 

to the Governor of Maryland, for the year 
of 1934, shows a total of $960,886.80 collected 
from racing in the Old Line State. Of this, $1,800 
came from 36 days of racing at county fairs, 
$1,566 from license fees for trainers and jockeys, 
and $410 for registration of agents, colors, and 
the like. The remainder, $957,110.80, came from 
Maryland's four major tracks, in the following 
preportion: Havre de Grace $216,747.44; Laurel 
Park, $209,625.82; Bowie, $221,246.64; Pimlico, 
$309,490.90. Expenses of the commission, includ- 
ing $8,560 to members of the commission, totaled 
$20,816.91. 

With every track which paid a dividend show- 
ing a deficit for the year, and with Bowie failing 
to pay dividends, the commission, in its recom- 
mendations, said: 

During the coming year the competition from other 
states will obviously be greatly increased and it is 
doubtful if the Associations can attract the better class 
of horses with the purses they can afford to give under 
existing conditions. Deterioration of the sport will in- 
evitably result and seriously endanger the revenue the 
State has heretofore received from this source. 

It is our deliberate opinion, reluctantly arrived at, 
that to save racing in the State there must be a revision 
downward of the taxes paid under the present law, so 
that the track will be in a position to increase purses to 
meet the outside competition. é 

Racing has been a great benefit to the State and is 
worth saving. 

The tax on wagers must be moderate or it will in- 
evitably defeat its own purpose. Both the attendance 
and the pari-mutuel play will be adversely affected if 
too heavy a burden is placed on the pari-mutuel turn- 
over, with a consequent decrease instead of increase in 
revenue,

EIGHT SUSPENDED IN TEXAS 
IKE most small meetings, Alamo Downs has 
had more than its share of difficulty with in- 
consistent racing, foul riding and the like, but 
the stewards there apparently worked vigorously 
to keep the meeting up to standard. On January 
30, suspensions were issued against eight persons, 
in connection with an investigation into the use of 
stimulants and electrical devices. Among them 
was Mrs. E. M. Hector, first of her sex to receive 
a trainer’s license in Texas, and perhaps the first 
to receive a suspension anywhere. The others 
were L. Burkes, H. G. Knott, R. A. Coward, Vic 
Gallo, J. Bainton, B. Plumsparks, and R. H. 
Martin. 
HOWARD CONVICTION UPHELD 
The United States Court of Appeals affirmed 
January 30 a sentence imposed by Federal Judge 
Philip Sullivan last summer on Jack Howard, in 
connection with a stimulation case. Howard was 
fined $500, given a suspended jail sentence of 30 
days. Charles P. Mitchell, negro stable foreman, 
was fined $50, given a suspended 10-day sentence. 


CANADIAN RULING ON JUVENILES 

A ruling issued February 2 by the Prairie 
Thoroughbred Breeders and Racing Association, 
which controls racing in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, provides that 2-year-olds shall not 
start more than twice in one week, nor more than 
10 times during a season, exclusive of stakes 
races. 
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FLORIDA 
HIALEAH PARK 

IFTEEN days of the scheduled 45-day pro- 

gram at Hialeah Park found the Miami track 
still running ahead of 1934 figures. The 18,000 
who gathered for the program of February 2 sent 
some $376,000 through the totalizator, the highest 
play of the meeting thus far. Daily play also 
showed an increase over that of the previous 
week, nearly $1,700,000 being wagered during the 
six days. Play for the first 15 days is close to 
$4,000,000, giving a daily average of slightly 
more than $260,000. The average in 1934, over 
the entire meeting, was $259,819, while that for 
the first 15 days was $240,752. Officials expect 
patronage and betting to increase proportionately 
during the closing half of the meeting, and the 
prediction has been made that the daily wagering 
will average close to $300,000. 

The principal attraction of the Saturday pro- 
gram was the Miami Beach Handicap, which 
went to the Anall Stable’s 6-year-old Larranaga. 
A few days before the running of the event, it 
had been announced that Larranaga, a nominee 
for the $100,000 handicap at Santa Anita, would 
continue his campaign in Florida, passing up the 
rich Coast stakes. His good performance in the 
Miami Beach Handicap, however, brought predic- 
tions from several Turf writers that the Cuban 
Grand National Handicap winner of 1933 would 
be sent to the Arcadia track to match strides with 
the choice field which has been nominated for the 
$100,000 purse. 

Sports writers here and there have been good- 
humoredly chaffing releases from the Hialeah 
Park publicity manager, wherein have been con- 
tained, among other items, invoices of the sev-

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KENTUCKY 
THOROUGHBRED CLUB MEETING 
HE Thoroughbred Club of America, at its 
luncheon meeting at the Phoenix Hotel, Lex- 
ington, February 2, heard a report from Jack S. 
Young, who was selected a representative of the 
organization to the second annual meeting of the 
National Association of State Racing Commis- 
sioners at Miami last month, after which there 
were remarks by A. B. Hancock, Thomas Piatt 
and Neville Dunn, who also were at Miami. THE 
BLoop-HORSE’S account of the meeting at Miami 
covered the points brought out by Mr. Young in 
his report with the exception of the fact that all 
save two of the recommendations of the Thor- 
oughbred Club to the racing commissioners are 
covered in the rules adopted. 

Mr. Hancock discussed the new claiming rule 
at some length. He so well understands the plan 
himself that he seemed surprised that there 
should have been objection to it from any source 
presumed to be intended for the betterment of 
the sport, and he expressed confidence that when 


the rule becomes better understood there will be 
approval from all sources, except those who want 
to continue the practice of taking for their own 
benefit horses approaching winning condition 
from those who have spent money and time to 
develop them. In this connection he cited the 
fact that two newcomers to racing had each lost 
a filly for which they had dreams of a future in 
the breeding paddock. One, he said, is a young 
man who has only one or two other horses, but 
ample means to own others. The loss of the filly, 
he said, had bothered him considerably, and his 
ardor for ownership had been dampened until he 
heard of the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association’s new rule and its adoption by the 
N. A. S. R. C. The other man has a number of 
horses, but he is still talking about getting that 
filly back to breed her. Under the new rule new- 
comers will feel secure in the possession of cher- 
ished colts and fillies, and will have an incentive 
to stay in the sport. 

President Piatt and Secretary Dunn were well 
pleased with the accomplishments of the Florida 
meeting and they, too, believe the new rule will

TEXAS 


ALAMO DOWNS CLOSES 
AILING in a second attempt to secure an ex- 
tension, Alamo Downs came to the end of its 
35-day program with the racing of February 2. 
Nine races featured the closing program, three 
jockeys accounting for eight of them. F. Ritz 
climaxed a successful meeting by riding four 
winners, Paul Keester and Elmer Deperini taking 
two each. The feature event, a $1,000 overnight 
handicap, went to Fine and Fullwood's Good 
Scout, the Three D's Stock Farm Stable taking 
second and third places with Sandwrack and 
Money Getter. In the supporting attraction, vic- 
tory went to William C. Goodloe’s Tannery, now 
a $1,200 plater, which went into the 1930 Ken- 
tucky Derby with a strong Kentucky following. 
After the session, it was announced that Alamo 
Downs had applied for spring dates, presumably 
as a result of having its request for an extension 
refused. The dates asked are to come immediate- 
ly after Arlington Downs closes April 20, and 
will involve a conflict with the Dallas meeting. 
Officials apparently determined to make their 
closing week yield as much as possible, and made 
every day except Saturday a Ladies’ Day, causing 
The San Antonio Light to predict that many a 
husband would learn to like the taste of canned 
food. Attendance ran high, and mutuel play 
soared above previous weeks of the meeting. 
Eight races on Friday and nine on closing day 
also helped to increase wagering at the meeting, 
and since the track had already begun to show 
a fair profit, the session should have been a finan- 
The play of Saturday, February 2, 
was the highest in the history of the track. At- 
tendance and mutuel play for the 35-day meeting 
follow:

With the closing of Alamo Downs, racing in 
Texas has a 20-day intermission. A 26-day meet- 
ing opens at Epsom Downs, Houston, on Febru- 
ary 22. Officials there state that 200 horses are 
already on the grounds, and that applications for 
more stall reservations than the track affords 
have already been made. Some will come from 
California, announcements have said, with C. N. 
Mooney’s Ted Clark mentioned among the num- 
ber. President Edward Hussion has predicted 
that the spring meeting will shatter all records in 
Texas racing. 


A COUNTER-MOVE 

Proponents of legal race track betting gained 
a point at Austin January 29, when they suc- 
ceeded in gaining the approval of a house com- 
mittee for a bill directed at bookmakers. The 
bill, which would impose a fine of $1,000 or from 
two to five years in jail on those who illegally 
accept bets, also would make it a misdemeanor 
punishable by a $1,000 fine for telephone or tele- 
graph companies to furnish a wire for the trans- 
mission of racing information to bookmaking 
establishments. 


Advocates of repeal of the pari-mutuel law 
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protested vehemently against the measure, some 
of them admitting that if racing abuses were 
ended by the measure against bookmakers, their 
case against the tracks would fall flat. 


LAWMAKERS SEE RACES 

The Alamo Downs management issued an invi- 
tation to the Texas Legislature to attend closing 
day at the San Antonio track, and on February 2 
about 350 senators and representatives helped to 
swell the large crowd which saw racing at that 
point end its 35-day meeting. A special train 
provided by the track brought the legislature 
from Austin, and a banquet was given at a local 
hotel after the racing program was ended.

Elmendorf Farm, Lexington, in December, 
1929, was in 1934 the leading broodmare sire in 
North American racing, with more winners and 
more winning races than ever before credited to 
his daughters. Sixty-four of his daughters were 
the dams of 87 winners of 288 races and $240,067 
in first monies only. It was the second time in 
the last four years Fair Play has headed the list.

GENERAL ITEMS 


For the first time in Michigan, a woman has 
been made secretary of the Racing Commission, 
Miss Florence Johnson having been appointed to 
the position. Mrs. Elizabeth M. Thweatt holds a 
similar post in Texas. 

Mixed up on colors, placing judges at Alamo 
Downs February 2 hung up Glynson’s number for 
second place in the featured race. While 10,000 
howled, they hastily substituted the number of 
Three D's Sandwrack. 

The racing correspondent for The Observer 
(London) has “no doubt the Lincolnshire Handi- 
cap will develop into a race of considerable public 
interest,’ and adds, ‘for the entry all round is 
one of the strongest of recent seasons.” 

Roy Carruthers, having resigned as steward at 
Santa Anita Park, arrived at Chicago Tuesday of 
this week to confer with the new owners of 
Washington Park, for which he has been engaged 
as general manager. He expects to be in Ken- 
tucky Thursday of this week. 

Algernon Daingerfield, assistant secretary of 
The Jockey Club, has announced that the grant- 
ing of temporary licenses to jockeys and trainers 
will be eliminated in New York. He has issued 
instructions that jockeys and trainers apply for 
licenses as early as possible. 

A. M. Orpen, according to a note from Toronto, 
will operate the half-mile oval at Queen’s Park 
this August. London, Ontario, has not had racing 
for over half a century. It is possible, also that 
Windsor, profiting by Detroit’s curtailed season, 
may have racing again this year. 

The San Antonio Light, speaking of the recent 
doping and stimulation suspensions issued at 
Alamo Downs, narrates: ‘‘As a field raced down 
the backstretch, a stable hand rushed out, gazed 
up to see what airplane was coming over. It 
wasn't a plane; it was a buzzer on one of the 
horses. The writer hazarded the guess that the 
investigation began because, after all these years, 
somebody found a needle in a haystack. 

Altering the order of Belmont Park, Empire 
City, Aqueduct fall meetings has brought up a 
problem involving the Junior Champion Stakes, 
usually run at one mile. Trainers will hardly 
wish to race their charges a mile at Aqueduct, 
then drop back to Futurity distance at Belmont. 
It has been suggested that the distance of the 
Junior Champion be lessened, but no decision has 
been made.

A FEW LINES FROM FLORIDA 
By E. C. SMITH 

N New York, two racing seasons back, Cohort 

Miss, then a 2-year-old filly, attracted some 
attention by the consistency and honesty of her 
performances. She was not in the first flight of 
juveniles. She was small and inconsequential 
looking, but her speed and courage made her 
many friends and brought the query many times: 
“Who is this sire “Cohort? Few seemed to 
know anything about the horse. One answer to 
the question was: “Oh, he is a horse that raced 
in the days of Morris Park.” 

That, of course, was out of the question. Morris 
Park had been closed for 30 years; but readers of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, who pay some attention to the 
always informative stallion ads, found an answer 
to the question, also that there should be no sur- 
prise, from a breeding standpoint, that *Cohort 
could send useful horses to the races. His sire, 
Grand Parade, won the English Derby and his 
grandsire, Orby, was one of four American-owned 
horses to win the Blue Ribbon event of world 
racing. 

A step farther into the ancestry of Orby, brings 
us back to the Blue Grass, for his dam, Rhoda B., 
was a daughter of Hanover. Rhoda B. was pur- 
chased by Richard Croker for $1,000 and was one 
of the horses with which the former Tammany 
chieftain essayed an English racing campaign 
more than 40 years ago. There (in Ireland), she 
not only produced Orby, but other stakes winners. 
It is doubtful if any top notch mares were sent 
to *Cohort when he came to this country, but he 
sent out seven winners with his first crop of foals. 

Down here in Florida, *Cohort is making some- 
thing of a name for himself. The first two stakes 
of the Hialeah Park meeting were won by his 
sons, Roman Soldier taking the Hialeah Inaugural 
Handicap and Brannon accounting for the Hia- 
leah Stakes, defeating some of the sprightliest 
3-year-olds on the grounds. Both horses are 
candidates for the Florida Derby and, in my 
opinion, Brannon, looms up as a most formidable 
candidate. His winning race was only at six 
furlongs, but he had up 116 pounds and won with 
comparative ease. As a 2-year-old he won over 
the mile and 70 yards journey at Narragansett 
Park, indicating that the Derby route is within 
the range of his capabilities. 

Both of these horses have changed ownership 
since coming to Florida. At Tropical Park, W. 
Sachsenmaier bought Roman Soldier from Max 
Hirsch for $7,500. On the morning of his first 
start at Hialeah Park, Brannon was purchased by 
Charles S. Bromley as a surprise present for Mrs. 
Bromley, who did not know she owned the horse 
until he came on the track with her colors up. 
The price was $10,000, with a contingency which 
entitles F. J. Ryan, the seller, to 25 per cent of 
net first money should Brannon win the Florida 
Derby.

DETROIT DATES 

WO meetings, giving a total of 72 days of rac- 

ing, are scheduled for the Detroit Fair 
Grounds in 1935, according to an announcement 
made January 31 by Secretary Clarence E. Lehr. 
The spring meeting will open May 23 and con- 
tinue for 39 racing days, closing on July 6. In 
the fall, the track will race 25 days, from August 
29 to October 5. In 1934 123 days of racing 
made up the Detroit season, including three char- 
ity davs. I} was generally felt that this was more 
racing that the sector could absorb, and was 
undertaken more as a result of pressure from the 
Tax Commission than by the desire of the Detroit 


Racing Association. 

In a letter to THE BLOOD-HORSE this week, Sec- 
retary Lehr indicates that it is likely that 64, in- 
stead of 72, days will be occupied. He says: 

While we asked ior the dates from August 29 to 
October 5, it is very likely that we will only race 25 
days, commencing August 31 and closing September 2s. 
This will give us 64 days in all, which I believe is suf- 


ficient racing for the Detroit area, especially in view of 


the long grind we went through last summer. 

The Derby will be renewed with the same amount 
added, namely $25.000, and, as I see it now, there will 
be no reduction in purses, although there may be a 


rearrangement of purses to meet the new claiming rule 
and graded handicaps. 


I think I have the new claiming rule straightened out 
fairly well in my mind, and it appears to me that it 


ought to work out ail right, provided the handicapper 
does his work well.

ARLINGTON STAKES PAYMENTS 


of nominators to the second pay- 
ments for the 1935 renewals of the Arlington 
Futurity and Arlington Lassie Stakes, was be- 
yond the expectations of the management of the 
course. With the same number of original nomi- 
nations as the 1934 Arlington Futurity, the event 
drew 288 second payments, or eight more than 
was the case a year ago, while the Lassie at- 
tracted 189 second payments, the same number: 
as at the corresponding time last year, although 
the total of original entries was smaller. 

With such a fine ratio of payments being main- 
tained, the Futurity, to which $20,000 is added 
by the Arlington Park Jockey Club, may surpass 
$50,000 in gross value and the Lassie, which is en- 
dowed with $10,000, may reach $35,000. The 
Futurity is for 2-year-old colts, geldings and 
fillies, and the Lassie is for fillies. Each event is 
at six furlongs. 

Final payments to the two events of $50 each 
are due May 15 and the starting fee in eithe: 
stakes is $1,000. Last year the Futurity was the 
richest race run in the West, while the Lassie 
was the most valuable of all contests for fillies, 
regardless of age. 


MASSACHUSETTS 


OUR LAWMAKERS 


ONSTRUCTION of Suffolk Downs, Boston 

track proposed immediately after the passage 
of pari-mutuel legislation in Massachusetts, ran 
into difficulties when it was discovered that the 
measure passed by the Legislature forbids the 
building of one track within 50 miles of another. 
It was the plain intention of Massachusetts legis- 
lators to have this apply to tracks within that 
State, but the framers of the bill neglected to 
say “within the Commonwealth,” and since both 
Rockingham Park and Narragansett Park are 
within some 30 miles of Boston, the Suffolk 
Downs location is not permissible. Walter E. 
O'Hara, who will be general manager of the Mas- 
sachusetts oval, expects that the difficulty will be 
ironed out easily. 

A Delaware racing bill recently failed to make 
provision for a take-out for track managements, 
but to date no legislature has neglected to men- 
tion taxation.

last week, calling for a meeting which would 
begin immediately after the Santa Anita track 
closes, to be featured by the $25,000 Coffroth 
Handicap. A questionnaire was sent to horse- 
men at Santa Anita, asking whether they would 
be interested in such a meeting, and inquiring 
what horses they would nominate for the princi- 
pal stakes. 

After California dates left no place for the 
Mexican gambling resort, Agua Caliente officials 
announced, first, that the meeting would go on 
as scheduled, topping Bay Meadows purses; next, 
that no meeting would be held; and then, that a 
meeting would be offered after the California 
season closed.
